Manufacturing 
Fog. 


Among the means of protecting fruit 


trees against frost practiced In Cali- 
fornia is the production of fog by a 
generator hi the form of a wagon, in- 
vented by Mr. George P. Ditzler. The 
wagon carries a sheet Iron tank, the 
upper part of which is filled with wet 
straw, or similar material, kept moist 
by the automatic injection of water 
from a ens':, while near the bottom is 
a grate upon which tar is burned, a 
blnst, operated by a revolving fan, 
serving to maintain the combustion. 
All 
the heat is compelled to pass 


through the wet straw before reaching 
the air. and in consequence the wagon 
is buried in a dense fog, Jind as it 
passes between the rows of low trees 
It envelops them in a mist so thick that 
the driver is frequently compelled to 
lead the horses.
